Applicant's election without traverse of Group III, claims 4, 27 and 31 , in the reply 
filed on March 11, 2005 is acknowledged. 

2. Claims 1 -4, 5-26, 28-30 and 32-39 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed 
on March 1 1 , 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 4, 27 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hosokawa et al. (U.S. Patent Application Registration No. 20030054297). 

Hosokawa et al. discloses a silver salt photothermographic dry imaging material 
and a corrsponsing method of forming an image, said comprising: non-photosensitive 
aliphatic carboxylicacid silver salts [ 0631]; a photosensitive emulsion containing 
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photosensitive silver halide grains[0017]; a silver ion reducing agent [0160]; [0185]; 
[0291]; [0301] a binder; and a cyan coloring leuco dye, wherein the binder contains latex 
of polymer [0192] with an equilibrium water content of 2% or less by mass at 25.degree. 
C. and at 60% RH [0196].; and said method comprises a method whererby heat is used 
(claim 14 and 0285), as well as a scanner [0126].
